of the city’s affairs at the present time 


and would consider it the very first duty 
of the new mayor and council to fully 
acquaint themselves with the city’s fin

1 believe in municipal ownership of 
public utilities if they can be made to 
pay and at the same time render good 
and efficient service. My idea as to their 
management would be to have the rev- 
enue producing utilities ran independ- 
ently of each other, and each under a 
capable manager who would be respon- 
sible for the success of his particular de- 
partment, I would endeavor to system- 
atize every department of the public 
service and see that they were run n 
such a way as to meet the needs of the 
people and give general satisfaction, 

I am not in favor of selling the street 
railway franchise. 

Edmonton is committed to municipal 
ownership and I believe in the policy. 
There is no reason why such undertak- 
ings as Edmonton has entered into or 
has under contemplation should not un- 
der good business management be made 
to pay and result in lessening the burd- 
ens, making living cheaper and proving 
a direct benefit to our citizens as a 
whole. This is the purpose of municipal 
ownership, 

The fire and police departments should 
be kept up to the limit of efficiency, 

I consider that the improvement of 
the streets generally is of the very first 
importance and that no time should be 
lost in attending to them. 

I believe in fostering and encuurag- 
ing industries as nothing will build up 
a city faster than manufacturing estab- 
lishments that will give employment to 
labor. Special efforts, therefore, should 
be put forth to make Edmonton a manu- 
facturing centre as well as the com- 
mercial metropolis of the West. 

I see there is a movement on foot to 
amend the city charter s0 as to give ten- 
nants the right to vote at municipal 
elections, I think this should be done. 

I consider the assessment as it now 
stands is altogether too high and the 
taxes very heavy, If it is at all pos- 
sible both the assessment and the 
taxes should be reduced. 

My own interests like yours are identi- 
cal with those of the city. If a city’s 
affairs are well managed we should all 
feel the benefit of it. Good business 
management should be exercised in the 
conduct of all civie affairs and full value 
should be received for every dollar ex- 
pended. You are the people who pay the 
bills and you cannot get out of doing o
